| WINNIPEG, Dec 14—Harry 
Finch, Canadian representative of 
|the International Typographical 
|} Union, has commented upon the 
report of Mr. Justice W. J. Major, 
announced Wednesday, in connect 
ion with the dispute of printers and 
publishers in this city 
“He feels he has entirely missed 
| the point at issue”, said Mr. Finch, 
“in that he has made no specific 
recommendation as to how the dis- 
| pute may be settled”. 


| MR. JUSTICE MAJOR in a re- 
port to the Labor Minister said that 
| his efforts to settle the dispute had 
been or “no avail” because agree- 
ment could not be reached on:ar- 
bitration procedure. He recom- 
|mended that there should be a 
| Manitoba law, in addition to the 
Dominion wartime labor regula- 
tions act, to enforce arbitration in 
the event of a dispute. 

“We most strenuously object to 
the decision whereby he (Mr, Jus- 
tice Major) would interfere with 
our power to pass regulations gov- 
erning the conduct of our mem- 
bership,” Mr. Finch said. “Such 
type of interference by legislation 
or otherwise is anti-democratic and 
an attempt to break down the ac- 
complishments of old craft unions 
which have achieved the highest 
standards of working conditions for 
their membership.” 

THE UNION representative said 
that the internal laws of the inter. 
national union hav® never been 
challenged or criticized by any 
court or by any recognized labor 
board 

“It is unthinkable that it should 
be suggested that an attempt be 
made to interfere with our internal 
government.” 

He said that internal rules of the 
union regulating relationship of the 
member to the union are for the 
general benefit not only of the em- 
ployee but also of the employer, 
and are no concern of the employer 
in negotiating a collective agree- 
ment 


“WE HAVE NEVER at any time 
sought to impose upon: the em 
ployer all the provisions of -he 
general laws of our union. The 
clause covering this in the contract 
reads as follows 

“‘It js understood that the gen- 
era) laws of the International Typo- 
graphical Union in effect January 1 
1945, not in conflict vith this con- 
tract, shall govern relations be- 
tween the parties 

“We wish only to involve the use 
f those that help us carry out the 
purpose and intent of any agree- 
ment entered into between us and 
he publisher.” 


Aussie Coal Strike 
Will End on Monday 


SYDNEY, Australia, Dec, 14— 
Reuters) — Australia’s disastrous 
coal strikes, which have thrown 
600,000 non-striking workers into 
idleness and have resulted in grave 
disruptions of industrial and do- 
mestic life, will end Monday with 
the return of the miners to the pits 
it was learned® authoritatively here 
last night 

The miners struck after govern- 
ment and management refusal to 
accept their demands for a 40-hour 
week, three weeks vacation with 
pay, and higher wages. They also 
were supporting iron workers at 
the Broken Hil) Propietary Com 
pany, Port Kembla, NSW, who have 
been out since September in an 
effort to gain seniority rights for 
workers laid off in closing of war 
plants. Coastal seamen joined the 
lkoff two days before the miners, 
for higher wages, shorter 
and government intervention 
in the steel dispute 

SETTLEMENT of the 11-day-old 

pute was said to have resulted 
from conferences between state and 
federal labor ministers and repre 
sentatives of management and labor. 

Settlement terms ffered the 
miners yesterday were said to be 
based on the production of a coal 
industry bill and a five-year plan 
under which the federal govern 
ment would buy and distribute all 
New South Wales coal from pri 
vate owners

The bill to increase parliamentary sal- 
aries has been revised, and the proposal 
now is that Senators as well as Commoners 
get an additional $2,000 per year each as 
“expense money” in addition to their $4,000 
a year Sessional] indemnity. 

There is this difference: the $2,000 a 
year additional for members of the House 
of Commons is tax free, while that paid to 
Senators will be subject to Income Tax in 
the same manner as the $4,000 sessional 
indemnity is taxed for both Senators and 
Commoners. 

There is no objection to the raise in in- 
demnities in either case, as it has long been. 
recognized that parliamentary allowances 
in Canada are inadequate, but there 
much more appropriate times to raise these 
salaries than when the country is 
threatened ‘with inflation, and when 
industrial tie-ups are cutting down 
production. If the strikes mean any- 
thing they mean that men everywhere are 
feeling the need of more “take home pay” 
which is the basis of the proposed increase 
to $6,000 in pay of the members of parlia- 
ment. Many of these men get less money 
in a year than this $2,000 tax free raise 
given members of the House of Commons 
The reaction to what will be regarded as a 
“grab” will be bad, economically and poli- 
tically. 

Surely it is not the intention to make 
these increases in parliamentary salaries 
exempt from income taxation, and to still 
demand that in private life a single person 
who earns more than $660 in a year and a 
married person who earns anything over 
$1,200 in a year must pay income taxes on 
whatever he or she gets in addition? That 
would be adding insult to injury. 

In elementary fairness, if the legisla- 
tors are to help themselves in this gener- 
ous tax free way they should at least raise 
the exemption for single persons to $1,000

Of late she has been 
employed in bringing sick and wounded

Today's figures show the gross 
clothing receipts at something over 
12,000,000 pounds, more than 2,000,- 
000 beyond the objective. Of these 
11,864,580 pounds have already been 
baled and are either in the coun- 
tries to which they were assigned, 
on the high seas, waiting at ship- 
side or waiting in warehouses for 
shipping space. First load to leave 
Canadian shores was for Belgium 
and the Luxembourg, Nov. 3. By the 
end of November 6,426,425 pounds 
had been loaded on ships.

There is something almost fright- 
ening in the emotion a small child 
can expend in a temper tantrum. 
The red face, the shrill screams and 
kicks and head-bumpings are ter- 
rifying to the observer. The moth- 
er sees a lifetime of uncontrolled 
temper ahead of this mite 

LET US RECOGNIZE that a 
child has very few ways in which 
he can express his emotions. How 
}can he convince a parent that there | 
is something he feels it absolutely 
necessary to do” If words won't do 
it or whines, or even an ordinary 
burst of tears then he has to re- 
sort to rage 

Some children, needless to re- 
mark, do not feel deeply enough 
about their frustrations to go into 
a rage because of them. Other 
children know their own desires 
and want so strongly to satisfy 
them, that they develop a tantrum 
| when crossed 

WE CANNOT very easily change 
the child's temperament, for that he 
was born with as surely as the 
physical structure he possesses, but 
we can respect it and deal with it 
sensibly.
